20.—The Hawalian
nuestion was disposed of for the present in
the senate today, when, after Mr. Hoar's
argument, the moessnge and accompanying
focuments were referred to the committen
an foreden rolations.  Later in the day, by n
resolution offered by the chairman of tho
sommitteo on foreign relations, that commit-
tee was directeds to Inguire whother, and
It so. what irrogutarities have ocenrred in
tho diplomatic or other intercourse betweon
the United States nnd Hawall in celation to
the recent revolution in those islinds,  The
resolution for a joint comnittee of threo
senintors and three representatives, o ore-
port to congrass on the Maritime Canal com-
pany of Niearagun, with authority to visit
Nivarugun, was adoptod.

Wil Adjyonrn Yoday,

The senute also concurred in the house
resolution fora holiday recess of congress
from tomorrow until Junuary 8, 18504,

Mre. Hoar, republican, of Mussachuseits
presented & unigue petition on the subject of
goodd roads. The petition, which he said
was signed by about 150,000 citizens of the
United Sutes, wag for the establishmont of
B department of roads ns a department of
executive administeation in the national
government and was wound on two immenso
rolls supported by wooden and iron frames
ten feet high, It requlred the efforts of sev-
syl cmployes to wheel the immense petition
nto the chumber, The petition was referred
o the committes on interstate commerco,

The resolution offersl yesterday by Mr.
Frye of Maine, ealling upon the secretary of
stale for information on whether pormission
haed been granted to any forelgn eable teln-
geaph compuny to lumd its line upon the
st of the United States since Mareh 1,
IS, and whether such permission had boen
refused such company prior o that date,
wis taken up and agrecd to.

Hoar on Hawall,

Mr. Hooar thenaddressed thesennte on the
Huwaling question, and said hoe should de-
vote himself to o purely American question,
i question affecting the constitutional rights
of the American people and the constitu-
tiounl power, duty and responsibility of the
qarious departments of the governmenl as
l'ﬁtﬂ])lhll(rlll for 10 years. Mr. Hoar then
carefully reviewed the events in Hawaii up
o the innuguration of Mr. Cleveland, and
said  that *‘there took place o cerinm
transnction which suggested thn Awmerican
question, ‘Who is the United States of
Awmerica: who represents in great nictionnl
and internationsl affnirs s purpose, s
aonor, 118 poliey as to foreign relatlons ™

The question of the legality of the pro-
seedings ns to Mr. Blount's appointment, he
thought, was aquestion which it was the
duty of the senate vo deal withs  The presis
dent, when he vadertook to decide thuat
question and to withhold from the peopie of
the United States what hoe was doing antil
it was settled ane way or the othier, seemed
to have supposed he wias the United Stiutes
of Amerien, and whntever that phirase meant
it was but n synonym for him.

HOLNDBLOW 5 NOMINATION.

Obstacien that Arve in the Way of 1ts Con-
firmution by the Sennte,

WasmiNaroy, Dec. 20, — It will not be
known whether the nomination of My, Horn-
blower to be chief justice of the supreme
court will be contivmod until after the Christ-
mud holidays or not. The senate Judiciary
committee, when it adjourncd Momglay, ad-
journed not to meet again until the sthoof
January, which is the ficst rogular moeting
duy after the reconveniug of coneress.  The
committee has been unfortunate in jts
efforts to sceurs o full attendunce ever since
the nomination, and this has been eiven out
by the mewmbers as & plausible exvuse for
the delay. Siuce the convening of the regu-
lnr session there have been threes meetings of
the committec: at the first of these theee
were threoabsontoes, and at cach of the last

one. It §s understood that there lins
never been o vote upon  the question
of the nounnation in  the committeo,

but that the committes has discussed the
nomination  very sariously, there  is
no doubt. The expressions have, however,
been 80 indetnito that it is doubtful whether
uny one of the mombers coulll say how nny
other moember will vote when the test
comes. I is known, however, that there is
a very general disposition in the commities
o doubt the expedicney ot the appointnient,

Thero are no charges against Judge Horn-
nlow I the ordimary  accoptancs of the
torm, aud the eriticism  of the appointment
by the committee has generally tuken the
shape of an expression of doubt s to the
propricty of appointment ou the ground that
Mr. Hornblower hos not the experience us o
lnwyer and public man to justify his veiug
singled out for this distivetion,

It is urged that some map of greater dis-
tinetion muy have been found io the castern
cireut, which abounds with strong luwyers,
for this oftlce. The same elemont which
maokes this critlesm admits that Mr. Horn-
blower is a man of good character, nnd thoy
themselves ralso the guestion whether it is
not berter to aecept the appointment thon to
take the chauees unon getting o man who
might be even less aeceptable. The con-
tinued delay of the committes lemds to the
sugeestion, however, that the nomination
muy o adversely repurted upon, timl it has
evon been sugEested that the president moy
be adylsed to send nanother nowinntion
without putting the Hornblower nomination
to the teat of a vole. Those who know the
president best, however, doubt whether the
committee would feol Justiied in making
such 0 suggestion, and whother, if mule,
it would be fuvorabply roceived. Itis believed
he would peefer to bhave the nowination
passed upon in the regalar way,

REPLIES 10 MR, CLEVELAND'

Fx-Minister to Hawail 8trvens Comments on
the President's Message,

ANSWERS CHARGES MADE AGAINST HIM

Deriat to ALl the
Assertions Made in that Sinte Paper

Ile Enters & Complete
Concerning His Conanot in
Lhe Isinnas,

Avovrsta, Mo, Deo Ex-Minister
Stevens tonlght made the following roply to
Fresident Cleveland's messago and his eriti-
cisms of Mr. Stevens' officisl conduct :

“Oinly once io our political listory has n
majority of the congress of the United
States solemnly resolved in favor of impeach-
fne the occupint of the executive chaiv. Prob-
ably It wis as well thal the effort 1o remove
Andrew Johnoson from his office was arrested
just on the brink of success. The great re-
luctanee of the conservative men of the
country to remove the chief executive for
uonuse of power secms to have encouraged
President Clevelnnd o resort 10 the oxtra-
ordinary meusuce of overturning the provi-
sional government of Hawali, while as much
ns possible concenling his arbitrary design
frow the American congress nud people,

Looklng nt Historieal Faots,

“Lookme at the historical facts dispas-
sionately no one will deny that the lines of
usuerpation and injustice on which Presi-
dent Cleveland and Seerctary  Gresham
have ncted sinen the ith of
Marcen  last, coupled with the exparte
course of Commissioner Blount velative to
the necepted testimony of Liliwokalant's fal-
len and corrupt ministers aro more swoep-
ing and more hostile to Anglo-Saxon liverty
than the nets of Geoarge 11 and the Lord
North manistry which drove the American
colonies to suceessful revolt, Theve is noth-

ing In American history more shameful in
its scope of injustice and tyranny than the
attempt  of Clevelnnd  to  erush  out
liberty and Amurican interests  in
Hawnil by the threat to restore the
extinet Hawaiian monarchy by  foree
of arms, or by aiplomatic chicanery and
pressure, more Infamous, f possible, than
the use of ball and bayonet. President

Clevelund's recent special message, iy which
he 80 severely eriticises the course of the re-
cent American minister at Honoluly, is but
feeble rvepotition of Secretary Gresham's
stutements. Inmy answer toa Blount's re-
port. extensively published in the United
States, 1 showed conclusively, ns Mr, Thurs-
ton and otber thoroughly responsible wit-
nesses huve  shown, that the allera-
tions in that report ngainst the ofMcinl con-
ductof Captain Wiltze and myselt are grossly
untrue, and in manifest antiagonism to ull
the reasonuble probabilitics and logic of the
situation in Honolulu in January last. Proes-
ident Cloveland's grossly untrue and shame-
fully unjust allegation against myself and
the naval commander rests entirely on the
stutements of the four notoriously corrupt
ministers of tne fullen queen, of Wilson, the
queen's favorite, und other thoroughly dis-
credited testimony.
Cannot Be Hold Responsible,

“T repeat here what hus been amply verl.
fled aguin and again. that weither force or
threat of force, or by any action of mine,
was the fall of the monarchy precipitated.
From the time | entered on my duty at the
head of the United States legation to the
termination of my ofMcial respousibility, 1
mtintained the determination to eall on the

naval  communder for aid ounly in the
event that American life and property
was  in danger. Caotiously, but  formal,

perhaps, somaetimes too silently, 1T made this
my fixed rule of action, not only to the
representatives of the queen, but to the
leaders of thoe party who saw no  safe
alternative for the welfare of the islunds
but in the abolishment of the motirchy., If
President Clovelynd sees 1it to muke n poing
aguinst my oNivial conduet that months betore
the events of lust Juonuyary I had advocated
annexation, ho deliberntely and porposely
conceals that which I said in my dispateh in
November, 18, was o confidentinl state.
ment to the State department, ns Lo the con-
dition of affairs in Huwall, 4 veport of facts
which, by the established rules and practice
of diplomuey. I was in duty bound to muke
Kuown to iy government.,

SAL that date my opinions wore so pri-
wutely hold thot both in Honolulu nod  Cuali-
fornin it was belleved the Ameriean minister
was sverse to annexation. For months prior
to the dite o! this disputeh there had beon
o continued struggle hetween the legislature
and the quecn us to their respective rights
regzarding the constitution and the responsi-
bility of cabinel ministers arter the numstry
lind been appointed in defiance of votes of
the legisinture and against public opinion
Tne queen, her immoral  favorite, Wilson,
atd the lottery vring defizd the legislature
and the property holders of the 1slands,
Ouly the remurkable sell-possession of the
respectable anid responsible men of  the
islnnds provented o outbreak and thy ovor-
tnrow of the monarchy a4t nncearly day,

Thelr Foren Was Insafliclent,

“The representations of tho president that
thie queen and Wilson had sufcient foree in
the limited avea of the palice station to sus.

wanton definnee of thobest American opinl-
